“Wally” Hammond, one of 
cricket's favourites, who hag creat- 
ed a big impression in Australia, 
js the son of a soldier, and was 
born at Dover on June 3, 1903. ‘As 
a child he was taken to China, and 
was in the Far East for two years. 
The family returned to England 
only to anil away to Malta, and it 
was In the pleasant isle of the 
‘Mediterranean ‘that the boy was 
first initiated into the mysteries of 
cricket. He says: “We were a lot of 
kids, and had our wicket up against 
a gun-shed.” Learning the art of 
cricket on a barrack square, i 
Malta is a different propd n 
from pickIng it up on the green 
fields of England. When the war 
broke out in 1914, the Regiment 
came back to the home land, and 
Walter went to a boarding school 
at Cirencester, while his parents 
remained at Portsmouth. was 
at this Gloucestershire school that 
Hammond really started to play the 
game. The headmaster encourag- 
ed him a great deal, for he had 
spotted talent in the youngster.

Trained As Farmer - 

However, Hammond eventually had 
to go back to Portsmouth, and then 
he was sent to Winchester Agricul- 
tural College. to be educated and 
trained for a farmer. As a critic 
put it “Crops of cereals, not runs;

the ploughs and the drills, not bats 
and balls, were the objects of his 
atténtion.” No cricket was played 
there.

It 
js wonderful to read of the trans- 
forming of colliers and other tramp 
steamers fer this work, &8 mystery 
ships of H.M.‘ Navy. Ore can _im- 
agine the enormous amount of work: 
which shad "to be done, and the at- 
tending difficulties, as the ships had 
to remain undisguised outwardly 
‘and all arms, guns, and most of 
the crew, romajned hidden, until 
the ship was actually in action. 

There is a humorous side to the 
story, in the descriptions of the 
training of the “panic party” and 
the disguises adopted by the Naval 
Officers as “Master” and “officers.” 


"The former did very valuable work, 


bluffing the enemy, and decoying 
them within rang® of the ship’s 
guns, while the latter werd so good

“Farnborough” en- 
gaged the submarine in: action, and 
though it was stafed in the Dutch 
papers that the submarine had been 
sunk, there was no definite evidence 
as to this actually having taken 
place. This Was followed by a long 
chase of a mine taying ‘submarine, 
off the coast of Ireland. 
H.M.S, Q 5, as the 33, “Farn- 
borough” now became, was respon- 
sible for et another submarine, 
though in this encounter, she was 
herself torpedoed, and ,badly dam- 
aged. After the action she. was 
towed ashore and beached, and guns 
‘salvaged, and though no -longer fit 
for use as a “mystery ship,” she 
continued to run under various 
names, and with varying cargoes, 
as a tramp steamer until May 1928, 
The next ship Captain Campbell 
commanded was -H.M.S. “Parguat” 
and a chapter is devoted to a very 
interesting ‘desoription of her fights 
with a submarine, and a very good 
diagram is given showing the course 
taken by the submarine, so that one 
can follow the action step by step.

Series 121 and 129 have the 
same power unit, viz., a bore of 
5-8ths ins., and a stroke of five 
aches, giving a piston displace- 
ment of 309.6 cubic inches and an 
R.A.C, rating of 31.54 h.p. and 91 
brake horse-power at 2,750 r.p.m. 
In vach case, however, the cum- 
pression is the same—4.3 to one. 

It is claimed for these new 
Buick models that there has been 
a tremendous increase in power. 
This has resulted in lightning ac- 
coleration, greater speed, and fine 
hill-climbing ability. 

To many motorists these will 
be the outstanding features about 
the ‘Silver Anniversary” Buick, 
but the makers claim that per- 
formance typifies, rather than 
sums up, the points of superiority 
of this new Buick over previous 
imodels. Unquestionably dhe cars 
have a yreater beauly and pro- 
vide more comfort and luxury. 

‘ Larger Car 

From the brief specifications 
just given it will be seen that the 
new Buick vnlve-in-hand six cylin- 
der engine is darwer than the 
previous ones. This does not 
imply merely 8 greater bore and 
stroke. but the camshaft and 
valve mechanism: bave been im- 
proved, as alsa has the intake 
manifold and the fuel supply sy s- 
tem which now incorporates & 
petrol pump instead of the 
vacuum system. The carburetion 
is better, and crankshaft, piston 
pins and connecting rods are all 
larger, and the main bearings are 
now steel backed. 

Every unit of the car has been 
advanced equally with the engine. | 
The chassis itself. is stronger, and 
is built of heavier gauge steel. 
Cross members have not only 
been made more sturdy but have 
heen increased in number. The 
transmission, clutch and univer- 
sal joint have all shared in this 
strengthening process to cope 
with the increased power and 
speed, and it is interesting to note 
that the extra sturdiness in the 
components bas heen obtained by 
the use of stronger and more €x- 
pensive material rather than by 
increase in weight. 

Side View 

Qne of the most interesting 
mechanical developments is the 
incorporation of the petrol pump. 
This, as stated before, eliminates 
the vacuum tank and ensures 4 
proper fuel supply to the angine 
even under exceptional conditions, 
such as climbing long grades with 
the throttle open, or at high 
speeds for a long distance. The 
pump is mechanically driven and 
is simple in operation. 

These mechanical advance- 
ments are in accord,with the im- 
proved lines and e enhanced 
appearance of the bodies. From 
every angle the “Silver Anniver- 
sary” Buick presents a new and 


' + distinctly individual appearance. 


From the front, one notices the 
deep radiator, the new radiator 
cap, large one-piece fenders, dis- 
tinctive headlamps with chrome 
plated posts, the cowl lamps and 
other pleasing details. 

The side view is equally pleas- 
ing.

TIPS ON TOURING 


Much joy is linked up with the 
preparations for a motor car tour- 
isy holiday. Map studying and 
itinerary making share with 
mechanical overhauling in making 
the Jast few days before the start 
a period of feverish enthusiasm 
and anticipation. Packing is the 
big problem, and like most diffi- 
cult tabks it is often left to the 
women of the party. : 

The best way is to carry out 4 
dress rehearsal the day before 
starting. — It will inevitably be 
found that there isn’t room for 
everything, and 4 revision of lug- 
gage anrangements on ihe morn- 
ing of the start is irksome. 

First, it is better to make a list 
of the things which each member 
of the party wants to take, as 
many separate lists as there are 
members. There will be barely 
room for essentials; in fact, asy 
articles or garments which are not 
vitally necessary from day to day 
are better sent on by train to some 
large town through which it will 
be nevessary to pass within a day 
or su of a given date. At these 
halts soiled linen and so forth can 
be sent home. Several such towns, 
suitably spaced through the rough 
itinerary, can be selected. 

Various ills can be caused by 
unscientific packing. If the rear 
carrier is overloaded, the car will 
be heavy and uncertain to steer, 
and even dangerously unstable on 
loose or greasy surfaces. 

On the other hand, trunks, suit- 
cases, or—worse still—haphazard 
parcels carried in the interior of 
the car wil] seriously interfere 
with the comfort of the passen- 
gers 

Anything in the nature of res- 
triction of movement of the feet 
or arms is fatal to full enjoyment, 
and it is really wise not to carry 
the car's sominal complement of 
passengers. A fiveseater with 
only three aboard leaves just that 
little Jatitude which makes all the 
difference. Luggage exposed on 
the rear carrier should be protect- 
ed from rain and dust by water- 
proof sheeting. 

Even though the more important 
medls are taken in hotels, it is- 
often more enjoyable to have tea 
in a quiet, shady spot--and com- 
forting, moreover, to have the 
means of obtaining a real home- 
made cup of tea at any hour of 
the day. A petrol stove, & com- 
bined kettle and teapot, and the 
necessary raw__material are in- 
finitely preferable to a vacuum 
flask for the purpose.

FUEL WASTE 

Neglect of lubrication is the cause 
of much waste of petrol in private- 
ly owned cars: A labouring en- 
gine, it will be readily understood, 
makes unduly heavy calls on the 
fuel supply. . 

Jt is not possible for the ordinary 
passenger car user to tune up his 
machine to Ita maximum capacity, 
bui he can watch the points upon 
which the expert tuner ‘relies for 
oficiency, and by this means can 
keep the machine in reasonably good 
working onder. With poor com- 
pression, the motor cannot develop 
full power, and if the cylinders 
are scored there will be excessive oil 
consumption. Badly fitting plsten 
rings or valves or leaks around the 
spark plugs militate against full 
engine power. Much is to be gain- 
ed iby adjusting the valve tappats 
correctly. It is necessary to keep 


tho crank case oll fresh, and care] ¥ 


must be taken to got only oil’ of a 
suitable grade. If the cooling 
system Js not kept clean it will act 
turdily.and weaken the eflicioney of 
the ongine and catinve ovor-heatiag, 
Faflure of a correct mixture in the 
carburotter will follow, causing luto 
firing, ea ee

When It Is Thinned 
Down 


Periodic drainage of the oil 
reservoid is one of the most im- 
portant details in the efficient 
operation of a car. Upon examin- 
ation of the old oil in thé crank- 
case you will probably find that 
it has been thinned in use. 
Chemical analysis would show the 
presence of a varying percentage 
of fel (motor spirit), depending 
chiefly upon the way your car is 
operated, the length of time the 
oil has been allowed to remain in 
the crankcase, and the condition 
of the engine. 

In making use of the carburet- 
ter choke valve to start the en- 
gine, a large amount of fuel is 
drawn into the manifold and 
cylinders. Only the lighter and 
very volatile portions of this 
evaporate to form the explosive 
mixture. Part of the remaining 
liquid fuel mixes with the lubri- 
cant on the cylinder walls, and 
works down by the rings on the 
compression stroke, escaping into 
the crankcase and diluting the 
oil there. The remainder, and by 
far the larger part, is blown out 
through the exhaust and is wast- 
ed. 

When the liquid fuel has mixed 
with the lubricant oi] on the 
cylinder walls and in the crank- 
case the body and lubricating 
value of the oil are decreased, 
practically in proportion to the 
amount: of fuel present. 

Hence the necessity for drain- 
ing the crankcase. 

If your car is new, drain the 
crankcase after the first 250 miles 
of travel. Thereafter drain every 
1,000 miles during summer and 
every 500 miles during winter. 

When draining of the erankcase 
oil is neglected in winter weather. 
serious trouble may also result 
from an eccumulation of sludge, 
which may cover up screens OF 
stop up the oil lines or drillings, 
cutting off the oil supply and caus- 
ing burnt out bearings. 

On commercial vehicles drain 
every 750 miles in summer and 
every 500 miles in winter.

CARRYING A FUNNEL 

Useful as it may be to carry a 
small petrol funnel on the car, many 
owners do not do so on account of 
the difficulty of accommodating one 
in the tool locker. 

An excellent plan is to clip the 
funnel to the front of the dashboard, 
where it is not likely to be damaged 
and will be quite out of the way 
turtil wanted. A strip of sheet 
metal should be soldered on to the 
edge of the funnel and bent over. 
A second metal strip may then be 
hent to receive the first and secured 
to the dash, whilst a short leather 
strap, also attached by means of 
screws, should be arranged to ac- 
commodate the nozzle of the funnel. 
The idva is quite simple to carry 
out, and the materials needed are 
usually to be found lying about in 
the average private owner's garage. 


LOOSE LAMP BULBS 


It is sometimes found that head 
and side Jamp bulbs are a loose fit 
in their sockets with the result 
that the lamps “blink” owing to 


road vibration causing imperfect 
contact. 

The trouble may be remedied by 
adding small blobs of solder to the 
metal contacts on the bases of the 


bulbs. Bulbs of the double-contact 
type have two metal studs on the 
base, and when the solder is added 
care must be taken that ‘electrical 
connection is not made between the 
two studs. After adding the solder 
it should be filed down until the 
spring contacts of the lampholder 


bear with a firm pressure on the 


metal studs of the bulb. 


THE MAGNETO 

On some cars the magneto is in 
rather an exposed position, and 
misfiring and similar troubles may 
result, if the magneto is not proof 
against the effects of moisture. 

If it is found that in heavy rain 
water is apt to get into the 
magneto, a cure .can usually be 
effected by smearing vaseline or 
very thick grease around the edges 
of the contact breaker and dis- 
tributor covers. The seating com- 
pound should also ‘be smeared 
around the farts where the high- 
tension cables enter the distributor 
casing. : 

Experiments recently carried out 
in Amorica show ‘that heat plays a 
yemarkable part in ‘tyre life. It 
was shown that o tyre which has 
nn effective fo of 10,000 miles at 
a temperature of 40 degrees Centi- 
nde would last only 5,600, 
miles at.60 degrees, or 2,000. miles 
at 100 degrees.

Veterans Trek To The 
Sea Coast 


LONDON-BRIGHTON 


Crowds thronging thickly in 
the roadway and leaving just u 
narrow lane along which quaint 
and primitive-ldoking little cars 
bang and rattle their noisy way. 
Such is one’s impression of the 
Veteran Cars’ Run to Brighton 
on November 18, and, lest any 
should feel inclined to scoff, let 
it be said at the outset that of 34 
ears, all at least 25 years old, 
which started on the great adven- 
ture 80 arrived at Brighton. 

The event was organised by 

, “The Autocar,” in conjunction 
with “The Daily Sketch” and 
“Sunday Graphic,” to celebrate 
the 32nd anniversary of FEman- 
cipation Day, November 14, 1896. 
It is lo Mr. Robert W. Beare, 
motoring Editor.of “The Daily 
Sketch,” that credit is due as 

.. being the author of the original 
suggestion of the event. 

Popular interest in the run, 
which was organised by the 
R.A... was amazing. It over- 
whelmed one. Even at the com- 
paratively early hour of 8 a.m. 
there were long lines of modern 
cars drawn up along the north 
and east carriage roads of Hyde 
Park, so that the occupants could 

see the ancient warriors pass, 
while at the official starting 
point, Westminster Bridge, there 
were serried ranks of spectators 
of all ages and all conditions. In 
fact, some hundreds of thousands 
of spectators must have made a 
special point of being at some 
place on the route to see the his- 
torical vehicles pass by. 

Actually the cars started from 
the Lex Reservoir Garage, Not- 
ting Hill Gate, at 8.15 a.m. What 
a puffing and wheezing was heard 
as the ancient engines were coax- 
ed and cajoled to awake! Some 
had received the administrations 

of their owners-driven nurses 
through the long flight; Mr. R. Q. 
Shuttleworth, for example, was 
still working on his 1897 Panhard 
Levassor when his observer arriv- 
ed preparatory to the start, which 
is not altogether to be wondered 
at, since he only recently purchas- 
ed the car for, it is said, 25s. 

Early Troubles 

On the way to the official start- 
ing point, where times were 
taken, more than one of the cary 
which left the garage experienced 
trouble, and Mr. D.C. Bell's 1896 
Benz came to rest on the slight 
rise at Notting Hill Gate, al- 
thouyh it gamely restarted and 
passed into Hyde Park at the 
Victoria Gate. Tt was somewhere 
in the Bayswater-road also that 
Mr. Shattlewortl’s Panhard 
Levassor Jost its water punip 
drive without advertising the 
fact. The pump is driven by a 
friction pulley in contact with the 
flywheel, and the pulley became 
detached, while the car forged 
ahead in style. Tt was not, in- 
deed, until the car had passed out 
of Hyde Park and down Constitu- 
tion Hill and the Mall to Story's 
Gate that the loss was discovered, 
when the crew stopped to inves- 
tigate other trouble, and then a 
cyclist rode up with the erring 
pulley, which was promptly put 
back into commission. 

One unforfunate, Mr. -B. J. 
Smyth Wood, ona 29-year-old 
Renault, experienced trouble dire 
even earlier, for at Hyde Park 
Corner a rearwheel collaped. The 
incident is best told, however, by 
official observer’s log, which 
humorously reads as follows :— 

Stops.—One only (involuntary). 

Time—9 a.m. 

Situation—Hyde Park Corner. 

Cause.—Complete overturn of 
car, due to collapse of near hind 
wheel, and precipitation of driver 
and observer and lunch and spare 
parts into the King’s Highway. 

Assistance.—2,000 people and 
one constable gave free advice 
and practical aid in restoring car 
to normal position. 

Replenishments, — None, but 
complete disbursement of petrol, 
water, oi] and acid, mostly into 
Junch. 

Actually this was not quite the 
first casualty, as Captain A. W. 
Phillips, M.C., the energetic clerk 
of the meeting, managed to bump 
a particularly knobbly part of one 

of the cars with his left eye while 
carrying ‘out his duties in the 
official garage; but, in spite of this 
handicap, he carried on with one 
eye, and to his exce'lent, organ- 
isation the success of the run is 
largely due. 

NdVerthdless, in spite of carly 
worries, 34 cars passed over West- 
minster Bridge, so being deemed 
to have started, and chuffed and 
eueyed their way along West- 
minster Bridge-road, Kennington 
Park-road, Brixton-road, Brixton 
HHH, Streatham Till, Streatham 
Higl -road, Norbury, and 0 on to 
the roydon by-pass. One 414 h.p 
Benz of 1,900 vintage 5 apped 
nent Waterloo Stution, and) wan 
instantly surrounded by a secth- 
ing crowd of alghtseera.. Mr. 
G. H. Pruen’s 1897 Daimler leo 
eliae a! came to rent in Brixton, 

nt got golng again.’ Brixton Hilt 
was a vantage egies for thou- 
sands, and it ds to be, regrotted 


that more publicity was not giver 
to “The Aytocar’s” plea for a 
spirit of good-fellowship on the 
road, for spectators on foot, and 
in cars alike at times hampered 
the progress of the bravely strug- 
gling veterans, some of which 
could only make slow progress, 
with a constant plume of steam 
coming from their primitive 
cooling systems, consisting in 
many cases only of water tanks 
innocent of radiators. 

Not all weut up slowly, how- 
ever. The 190] Lancaster, enter- 
ed by Lord Ridley and Mr. C. V. L. 
Sartoris, romped up, and a 1903 
Oldsmobil¢, entered by General 
Motors, Ltd., also had a good 
turn of speed. Mr. C. R, Wason’s 
1902 De Dion was not slow, and 
cuused several to exclaim at its 
comparative silence. Mr. E. E. 
Richardson's 1903 De Dion actual- 
ly overhauled Mr. W. Vincent’s 
1898 Benz, which was slow but 
sure. The 1898 Star, entered by 
Messrs. F, S. Rowden and H. Hall, 
appeared almost to be a steam 
cay, but it went well. 

Amazement Overcomes 
Discretion 

The whole of Croydon by-pass 
was lined with 
and again some of the _ partici- 
pants were rather hampered 
owing to lack of room: Had the 
spectators known as much .about 
the quality of the steering as did 
the drivers, they would have 
yiven them a much wider-berth! 
The amazement of the spectators, 
however, at the excellent perform- 
ance some of the veterans put up 
overcame their discretion, Qn 
the descent to rejoin the old road 
there were anxious expressions to 
be noticed on the faces of some 
of the drivers, for their spoon 
brakes, blocks rubbing on the 
circumference of the solid or 
pneumatic tyres, as the case may 
le, had not quite the same effect 
that one expects from four wheel 
brakes to-day. 

By now the participants were 
getting rather strung out, for 
such cars as the Lancaster, Mr. 
W. Gibbens’ 1901 Panhard, and 
Mr. R. J Stephens’ 1898 
Stephens, with its twin spring 
fork steering, were forging ahead, 
while others were delayed by 
various troubles. In fact. Mr. 
Shutlleworth and his ebserver, a 
well-known and particularly en- 
thusiastic racing mechanic, were 
experiencing every, known, and 
several unknown, troubles on the 
old Panhard. The water pump 
pulley was still “trying to be 
awkward, but the efficiency of 
the pump could be gauged by the 
extent of the water Jeakages. 
When the pump was working 
water spurted out; when it was 
not working water merely dripped 
out. A Jong, long trail of water 
was laid all the way from London 
la Brighton, and it was eslimated 
(hat the car's water consumption 
for the journey was 34 gallons. 

Apart from this there were 
olber excitements with this ma- 
chine. The engine had four 
cylinders, it is true, but these 
iad apparently decided amongst 
themselves that two should rest 
wiile two worked. Then the won- 
erful lubrication system — by 
means of a battery of drip feeds 
and a Delt-driven oil pump affair 
ceased to work, and investigation 
showed that the belt had dissolv- 
vd into this air. The crew con- 
cocted a belt of string, and were 
amazed at the success of their 
manauvre. 

Asbestos Trousers Wanted 

Invidentally, the mechanic, in 
the fashion'of the old racing 
mecaniciens, sat on the  floor- 
boards with his feet on the step 
At least, he started like that. 
When a certain warmth became 
apparent and he discovered that 
the floorboards weré on fire he 
changed his position. 

In Purley, Mr. F. S. Bennett 
was seen to be wrestling with his 
19038 Cadillac. Then the quaint 
little Sunbeam-Mabley, entered 
by Mr. W, M. Iliff, was passed. 
going great guns on the level, 
although its 234 horses seemed to 
get tired on any gradient. Mr. 
Plewes’ 1894 Clement was also 
going strongly, and its steering 
by means of centre-pivoted. axle 
yreatly intrigued the spectators, 
who still were found in hundreds. 

At last came Redhill, where the 
procession turned right for 
Reigate, so that the old road 
could be followed. At every turn- 
ing or so it seemed, R.A.C. guides 
or A.A. scouts were directing and 
controlling the’ traffic, and along 
the whole route the police were 
extremely helpful and appeared, 
from their expressions, to be tho- 
roughly amused. On the hill out 
of Reigate another enormous 
crowd had congregated and for 
hours there was a constant stream 
of new cara of every size and 
shape sandwiched in the ‘long 


gaps between the.old cars parti- 
eipating in the run. ° 
When Old Mect Young - 

This hill, in particular, was an 
Olyfripia on wheels, for up it came 
stately Rolle-Royces, — rakish- 
looking Mercedes and . Hispano- 
Sulzas, the soflly-purring straight 
eight Lanchester, a double-six 
Daimler, and, -or so it seemed, 
avery known make of sinallen car. 
Amitdst these every how and then 
one of the Old Brigade’ would up 
pear, eisily to bo singled out be- 


cause the driversand observer 
could be seen sitting high up in 
the air. It is to be recorded that 
only one or two actually came to 
rest on this quite appreciable 
gradient, but it was obviously 
touch and go with some to judge 
from the expression of, for exam- 
ple, Mr. 8. C. H. Davis, on an 
1897 Benz. 

Somehow or other, however, 
the ancient engines kept plugging 
away, the cars progressing slow- 
ly ina eeries sharp jerks. An- 
other car which earned praise for 
its running was a three-wheeled

Leon Bollee, which, unfortunate- 
ly, could not compete officially as 
it was brought over from Fran¢e 
by MM. Jean Terouanne and 
Robert Treille after entries had 
closed, but it made the journey 
unofficialy and looked quite spick 
and span, its driver and passen- 
wer obviously surprised at the re- 
ception accorded them and the 
enthusiasm = of the crowd.

Crawley Justifies Its Name 

“At Crawley traffic could only go

Here on the sides of 
the road some scores of cars were 
parked, while their occupants 
pienicked in the bright November 
suushine and watched the passing 
pageant.

Mr. Quetton's Wolseley, 
how going strongly again, heaved 
its way up at a good round speed, 
while Mr. F, F. S. Bennett’s one- 
lung Cadillac came to rest at the 
foot of the hill, apparently to get 
its wind, and then restarted, hav- 
ing to be pushed off, as its clutch 
had decided to strike work. The 
one-lung Rover ‘“Boanerges’” got 
up in a manner which justified its 
name. 

So on the finish at Britain's 
Garage, Patcham, which was plac- 
ed at the disposal of the R.A.C.

Valuable Machine For 
Town Work 


ON THE ROAD 

For those who require a ‘quiet, 
smooth, town-carriage type of car 
at a reasonable price, the new 17-50 
h.p. six-cylinder Fiat will particu- 
larly appeal. The car is not excep- 
tionally fast, but the section of the 
motoring community which requires 
this type of vehicle does not usually 
regard high speed as being an asset. 
A curious pvint is that, even so, the 
Fiat can keep up a round pace and 
a high average; it can, indeed, be 
driven rather faster than the normal 
rate of traffic even on the best of 
the main artenial roads, without 
showing any sign of distress or 
giving evidence that the engine is 
overworking, the best running speed 
being between 36 and 40 m.p.h. 

For town work the machine is 
admirable, the engine being smooth 

at one time almost completely 
silent—-and flexible from about 10 
m.p-h, upwards. As in the case of 
other Fiat models, the gear ratios, 
particularly top speed, tend to be 
juw, an arrangement which possesses 
the advantage that most of the 
day's work can be done on top gear 
only; acceleration on top in traffic 
is very good, as the table shows. 

Quiet Gears 

The gears are reasonably quiet 
and are easy to handle, the steering 
gear has a low ratio so that the big 
machine can be manoeuvred easily 
in a confined space, and the sus- 
pension: allows the car to ride easily 
over rough roads—as befits an 
Italian machine—especially when 
fully loaded. When running light, 
or ut low speed, the springs are a 
little hard. On the indirect years 
there is just about the usual amount 
of noise, no more, no less, and on 
firet the car should be able “to climb 
the side of a house,” as the saying 
runs. Certainly ona 1 in 7% 
gradient there is plenty of throttle 
in reserve, even . on second gear. 
Then, again, the gas distribution is 
good, there being no flat spot in the 
throttle range, even. while the car is 
wccelerated from a walking pace on 
top gear by opening the throttle 
suddenly to the full. 

The brake actuation in jnter- 
esting. When the car is first taken 
over one can well imagine that the 
brakes are operated by a very 
powerful form of mechanical servo 
motor. Actually there is no servo 
motor, but the brake shoes at the 
rear have a self-wrapping action 
and the actuating mechanism is 
very powerful. As a result, the 
car can be stopped in an extra- 
ordinarily short distance, but the 
driver should use the pedal care- 
fully at low speeds until he has be- 
come accustomed to the car, other- 
wise the wheels are liable tw lock 
suddenly. 

Four Wide Doors 

The standard fabric saloon is 
very comfortable and quiet; it gives 
an ample view all round, since there 
are three lights on each side, while 
the rear window is of considerable 
size. The -body hus seats wide 
enough for all requirements, the 
front cushion being 3ft. 8in. across 
and the rear cushion 3ft, 6in. In 
addition, there is a very comfortable

This is the situa- 
tion in Washington—-wherein I re- 
sided recently for six months, writes 
a correspondent. 

When one first arrives in Wash- 
ington one gets the impression that 
there must be a race or a carnival 
in es or something of an 

siting mature, to bring 
out cars in thousands. For, day 
and night, the streets are lined with 
cura -yes, by night, too, for there 
are thousands upon thousands of 
cars which have never seen the in- 
side of a garage since the first day 
they were put into service. They 
stand like faithful steeds outside 
their masters’ houses. 

There is no way adequately to 
describe the feeling of amazement 
with which one first sees car after 
car parked one behind the other 
before house after house and dawn 
stree! after street. Here and there 
will be a break in the long lines to 
allow the regulation distance from 
a fire-plug to be observed, or to

The regulations as to 
parking are very strict and every 
vehicle must be parked facing in the 
direction in which it would normally 
be travelling. you will not see two 
parked cars facing one another in 
America. In the one-way streets 
traffic may sometimes park on both 
sides, but if must then all point in 
the one direction. The queerest 
experience ] had was to drive down 
a fairly lone one-way street he- 
tween two long rows of cars with 
just enough roam for my car ta 
squeeze through. -it was like driv-

arking space is also regulated 
ly means of notiees which prohibit 
parking at certain hours, or in cer- 
tuin places, or ever altogether, 
Business houses may obtain police 
notices reserving them a certain 
section of the pavement. During 
the day it is the down-town sec- 
tions of the town which are crowd- 
ed (and this “day” extends until 
after theatre time), but at night 
the congestion shifts more to the 
suburbs. The difficulties of ab- 
jaining. parking room are so werent 
that it ix actually no advantage to 
use a car at certain times of the 
day for town purposes. Many a 
time during my residence,in Wash- 
ington I have ridden four blocks to 
a theatre and have had to go three 
blocks the other way to find park- 
ing this is sheer waste of 
time and money in the ordinary 
way. : 
One would think that, with such 
a crush of traffic, driving would be 
an absolute impossibility. Not so. 
American traffic control is such 
that the difficulties are consider- 
ably smoothed out. The police act 
with plenty of “pep” and they are 
armed with powers which they do 
not hesitate to use if occasion de- 
mands. 1 found then “good 
scouts” on the whole, nevertheless. 
Few Pedestrians 
The police are supplemented 
with such contrivances as auto- 
matic signals, one-~way streets, all 
one-way squares, and so forth, all 
of which contribute to traffic effi- 
ciency. So far as the police are 
concerned John Brown the motor- 
ist seems to be quite distinct ffom 
the same John Brown when a 
pedestrian; the average American 
traffic “cop” does not treat the 
motorist with the same considera‘ 
tion as he does the pedestrian, a 
fact which is not to be wondered 
at considering how he is harassed 
by the former. 
In Washington the pedestrian is 
getting to be rather a rara avis, 
and I have noticed that in America 
generally the man in the street 
trents the traffic with considerably 
more respect than he does in other 
countries. Pedestrians do not often 
take chances. Those who do are 
candidates for elimination in this 
merry illustration of the “survival 
of the fittest’—“fittest” being 
synonymous with “wary” in this 
case.

CLUTCH CARE 


Intellirent use by drivers of the 
cluteh can do more to lengthen its 
fife than good construct on in the 
factory. Proper engaging and’ 
disenvaging at the correct time, 
and intelligent use of the gear- 
shift, will materially lengthen its 
uctivity period. Never drive with 
the foot poised on the clutch pedal, 
for this tends to keep the clutch 
partially disengaged, encourages 
slipping, and damayea the clutch 
ihrough overheating. Never “slip” 
the clutch to aid the engine in 
pulling over a hill in top gear. 

Never coast with the clutch out 
until certain that it is fully dis- 
engaged, and the engine is idling. 
If the clutch is disengaged, 
ammeter should show discharge. 
Considerablé damage can be done 
to the transmission, clutch, uni- 
versals, and differential by coaat- 
ing down-hill with the clutch dis- 
engaged, especially if engaged; 
suddenly after the car has gained 
momentum. Never race the enginei 
and engage the clutch when the | 
rear wheels are caught in mud and 
sand, : eal 

It is easy to tell when a clutch 
is grabbing, but if it slips, most 
motorists seem unaware of their 
plight. To test for slipping, simply 
set the emergency brake, and let 
the clutch in slowly while the en- 
gine is running, and the gears are 
in low. The engine should stall 
instantly if the elutch is right. 
Most clutches now have a simple 
adjustment to increase the clutch ; 
plate or disc pressure as slipping 
develops.
